The Examiner, as cited in the office action 
agrees with the Applicant; however, the Examiner includes Yukie to remedy the missing elements of a handover from a first network to a 
second netowork.. Yukie teaches in paragraph [0022] of two networks where a first is a packet switched network for data and a second is a 
circuit switched network each are interconnected by a network gateway (250)(see paragraph [0026]). Yukie further teaches that the second 
network is a secondary network whereby allow subscribers of each network are capable to roam in the other based on the relationship with 
the first network. The relationship is based on the selection criteria i.e. data rate, cost, energy consumption, or combination thereof. See 
paragraph [0030].. 
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
